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Applicant called Examiners Graham and Marcheschi on 22 June 2010 for 
clarification as to a) why the Examiners felt their current position with respect to the prior 
art were valid rejections, and b) why Applicant's arguments presented to date were not 
convincing to the Examiners to overcome the rejections. Inventor David Hobson explained 
his interpretation of his invention as contrasted to the prior art (especially the Forsberg 
patent), which Applicant sees as a gelled product rather than a low viscosity dispersion.
